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Reasons for Allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant specification teaches genetic variants of hMLHl and hMSH2 that are 
associated with hereditary non-polyposis colorectal cancer. The sequences of hMLHl and 
hMSH2 are provided and the specific mutations claimed are set forth in Table 1 and specifically 
defined on page 17, lines 1-16. As indicated previously, the specific mutations are free of the 
art of record because the art failed to teach each of the specific mutations. Moreover, while these 
genes have been associated with colorectal cancer and other variants have been described in the 
prior art, this is the first disclosure of the claimed sequences being specifically associated with a 
form of colorectal cancer.
